BENJAMIN HEss, a sober young man, 
aged 24and unmarried, while return- 
ing to his home in Seymour, Ind., at an 
early hour on the morning of the 25th, 
sat down on the Pennsylvania tracks 
near Chestnut Ridge and fell asleep. 
He was seen by the engineer of a pass- 
ing train, but he failed to hear the 
warning signal and was struck by the 
engine and instantly killed. 

THe Negroni Cafferelli palace at 
Rome was destroyed by fire on the 26th. 
Among the numerous‘oceupants of the 
building were the pope's auditor, and 
the Portuguese consul and his family. 
Everybody in the palace was rescued. 

AN accident, in which nearly a score 
of pleasure-seekers returning from 
Manhattan Beach to New York city, on 
the night of the 26th, were killed, and 
a much larger number injured, some 
fatally, occtrred near Bruynswick City, 
near the limits of Long Island City, by 
a train from Rockaway Beach running 
into the rear of a crowded Manhattan 
Beach train. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 28th the full plant of the Mer- 
rimac mills print works at Lowell, 
Mass., inallemploying 2,600 operatives, 
started up on full time and to run per- 
manently. 

On the 25th the steamer Columbia ar- 
rived at New York, bringing $380,000 
gold. The Campania, due on the 26th, 
carried $4,325,000 gold. 

For the week ended on the 26th the 
issue of standard silver dollars by the 
mints and treasuryoffices was 656,740; 
for the corresponding period of 1892 the 
number was 641,019. 

Tue steamships New York, Campania 
and La Bourgogne arrived at New York 
on the 28th, bringing £475,000 in gold. 

Tue American yacht Navahoe has 
gone into dock at Southampton, to be 
thoroughly overhauled and refitted pre- 
paratory to the races for the English 
gold cup given by the royal Victoria 
Yacht club, which will begin on the 
6th, and be defended by the Prince of 
Wales’ cutter Britannia. 

Experts have completed the exami- 
nation of the oyster beds in the vicinity 
of Bridge port, Conn., and, it is stated, 
find a very promising crop, larger than 
usual. It was thought that the entire 
crop had been lost. 

SHOULD Siam accede to the latest de- 

mand made upon her by M. De Villers, 
the Frenh special envoy, her commerce, 
it is stated, would be ruined, and asa 
consequence the negotiations are at a 
standstill. 
A DESTRUCTIVE hurricane visited Sa- 
vannah, Ga., and the southeastern 
coast on the 28th, and left a scene of 
indescribable desolation, which was 
rendered the more awful by the loss of 
a large number of lives. Many vessels 
were wrecked, and some were driven 
high an dry on the shore. 








CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





A pispatcnu from Port Royal, 8. C., 
brings the startling information that 
fully 100 lives have been lost at Port 
Royal, Beaufort and neighboring points 
by drowning during the storm on the 
28th. 

Nort since the big flood of 1868 has 
such a deluge of water invaded Balti- 
more as that which fell on the night of 
the 28th. 

Tuesstorm which came from Florida 
and followed the Atlantic coast Sunday 
has done incalculable injury to the 
farming interests of the Southeast. 

Tur nine Choctaws in jail at Wilbur- 
ton, I. T., condemned to be shot, will 
escape that fate. Judge Holson has de- 
cided that instead each one shall receive 
100 lashes on the back. 

A ROBBER walked into the People’s 
Bank at Waussen, Ohio, on the 29th, 
broke down a door, seized $500,000 and 
escaped. The bank officers were all at 
dinner. 

Tur Sulphur Springs Hotel, a popular 
summer resort near Pine Bluff, Ark., 
was destroyed by fire on the 29th. The 
sixty guests escaped unharmed, but lost 
all their effects. 

A woman said to be suffering from 
genuine Asiatic cholera, was taken to 
the hospital at Jersey City on the 29th. 
At Lexington, Ky., on the 29th, Matt 
Keeley and John Welch quarreled over 
a dice game. Keeley struck Welch 
with acane and Welch plunged a dag- 
ger into Keeley’s breast, just above the 
heart, inflicting a mortal wound. 

A TERRIBLE storm swept over Sa- 
vannah, Ga., onthe 28th. Forty per- 
sons were killed and great damage done 
to property. 

Tue Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture has issued an appeal for 
seed wheat and money with which to 
buy it for the farmers of Western Kansas, 
The appeal states that the wheat crop 1s 
a total failure in that portion of the 
State. 

More trouble is certain to occur when 
the strip is opened than when Oklahoma 
was opened. The country is full of 
“gooners” and the feeling against them 
is very strong. 

Tue paid attendance at the World’s 
Fair on the 26th was 164,800, making 
the total for the week over one million. 
This was the banner week of the Farr, 
the average attendance, including Sun- 
day, when the attendance was only 21,- 
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000, being over 143,000. 
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A FEARFUL WRECK. 


A Traiu Load of Pleasure Seekers 
Split In Two.

Fifteen Persons Killed and Half a Hun- 
dred Mangled in the Wreck, Many 
of Whom WIM Die of Their 
Injuries. 





LONG Isuanp City, L. 1., Aug. 28.— 
An accident that cost the lives of four- 
teen persons occurred shortly after 
midnight yesterday morning in the 
little village of Berlin, near Calvary 
cemetery in the town of Newton. The 
Long Island train that left Manhattan 
Beach at 11:15 o'clock was overtaken 
by the train that left Rockaway Beach 
fifteen minutes earlier. In the fright- 
ful collision that ensued the two rear 
cars of the five that made up the Man- 
hattan Keach train were demolished 
and the “middle car was overturned. 
Hardly one of the scores of passengers 
aboard these three cars escaped un- 
hurt. 

The accident happened at half an 
hour after midnight. It was over an 
hour before any news of it reached any 
outside point. It came by a messen- 
ger who walked into Long Island 
City. 

The railroad company immediately 
dispatched a relief train with all the 
physicians obtainable, consisting of 
Dr. Valentine, the surgeon of the road, 
and Drs. Huikson, Kennedy, Doyle and 
McKeown. 

They found an appalling state of af- 
fairs. The Manhattan BHeach train 
had been standing in the block to al- 
low of another train ahead getting at 
a safe distance. The Rockaway Beach 
train came dashing along behind, ran 
into the same block and crashed into the 
rear end of the standing train. Both 
were crowded with excursionists and 
both were the last trains from their 
respective resorts. There were five 
cars in the Manhattan Beach train, all 
of them open cars. The Rockaway 
train plunged in and plowed its way 
completely through the two rear cars 
and partly wrecked the third. Pas- 
sengers in the three cars were maimed 
and mangled horribly and their shrieks 
of terror and pain were awful. — 

The Rockaway engine was wrecked. 
Its smoke-stack was carried away and 
its huge boilers resembled a pin cush- 
ion from the timbers of wrecked cars 
sticking into it. Upon these timbers 
were-human b-ings impaled, some dead 
and others gasping their last. High 
upon the top lay the dead body of a 
man as yet unidentified. Upon one of 
the timbers was impaled the body of 
Mrs. Oscar Bietzel, 29 years old, of 122 
East One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, New York city. 

The scene of the wreck was inde- 
scribably horrible. The dead and 
wounded were mashed among the 
wreckage beside and upon the tracks. 
The timbers were showered with the 
blood of the dead and wounded, and 
the cries of the latter could be heard 
high above the hissing of? the steam 
and the calls of the frantic trainmen. 
As fast as the wounded were taken 
from the wreck they were carried to 
the relief train and cared for. The 
doctors on board worked swiftly but 
well. 

Others of the doctors were out on the 
wreck applying restoratives and mak- 
ing hurried dressings of wounds as the 
sufferers were taken out, and then the 
latter were put on the relief train for 
more careful] treatment. 

Havemyer’s factory stands close to 
the tracks at the scene of the accident; 
this was thrown open and some of the 
dead and injured were carried in there. 
One of the physicians was stationed 
here to receive them as they were 
brought in. When all the wounded 
had been found that could be, the re- 
lief train started with them for Long 
Island City. They were met there by 
the only ambulance which St. John’s 
hospital owns. Two were placed in it 
and hurried to the hospital, and 
the ambulance returned for more. 
Meanwhile express wagons, palace 
cars, coaches and vehicles of every sort 
were pressed into service to get the 
wounded to the hospital quickly. 
Seventeen of them were taken to the 
hospital in all, of whom two died upon 
the way there, Oscar Dietzel, of 122 
East One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, and John Coughlin, a brake- 
man on the Manhattan Beach train. 

The dead were taken by another spe- 
cial train to Newton, which is the 
nearest town to the scene of the acci- 
dent, and placed in Skelton’s morgue 
by the order of Coroner Brandon. Of 
the dead there were thirteen, eight 

"men, four women and the boy Wein- 
stein. 

The wreckgd Manhattan Beach train 
was a special leaving the Beach at 11:15 
and carrying away all the straggling 
pleasure seekers who remained late, 
the members of Sousa’s band and many 
employes who were on their way to 
New York to stay over Sunday. James 
A. Mott was the conductor of the Man- 
hattan Beach train, Otis Donaldson, 
engineer and William Shurr, fireman. 
Of the two brakemen, Thomas Finn 
and James McCormick, Finn was killed 
and McCormick was uninjured, 

The Manhattan Beach train was just 
pulling out of the block when the 
crash came and had just begun to move. 
When Engineer Donaldson heard and 
felt the accident he threw open his 
lever and made all speed for Long 
Island City, leaving the three wrecked 
ears behind him. 

Frank E. Finley was the conductor 





of the Rockaway train. None of the 
passengers or crew on this train were 
seriously hurt. All were shaken up 
severely and some badly bruised, but 
all were able to go to their homes with- 
out assistance. 

An eyewitness says that the Rock- 
away train was going at top speed, as 
if, being the last train, the engineer 
was trying to get home as soon as pos- 
sible. The killing of Col. E. A. Buck, 
the editor of the Spirit of the Times, 
was especially pathetic. He was re- 
turning from the Beach with his son 
and Dr. Knapp, of New York. His son 
was thrown, torn and bleeding, out 
upon the embankment. Col. Buck was 
so badly hurt that he gasped a few 
times and died, while Dr. Knapp was 
uninjured and did noble service in 
ministering to the suffering. Mr. Buck 
lies at St. John’s hospital terribly hurt 
and does not yet know of his father’s 
death. " 

Dr. Burke, who was with the hos- 
pital train, said that the three Man- 
hattan Beach cars which were so terri- 
bly smashed contained a large party of 
excursionists of the better class. 

A reporter saw three of the survivors 
in the Long Island ferry house at the 
foot of Thirty-fourth street. They 
said they were passengers on the Rock- 
away train, occupying seats in the 
fourth coach. «The train was travelling 
at an unusually high rate of speed, the 
cars swinging so violently from side to 
side that they instinctively looked for 
an accident. All of a sudden there 
was a crash and everybody was thrown 
to the floor of the car or over the backs 
of seats. Fortunately only a few of 
the passengers in that car were hurt. 
Only one young man, named Larkin, 
tried to leap from the car and was hurt 
on the head and also internally. The 
rear cars were at the same time de- 
railed. 

August Baedecker, of New York 
city, who is connected with the Sheeps- 
head Bay race track, said: ‘‘The disas- 
ter was very terrible. I was fortunate 
enough to escape with a severe shak- 
ing up and so was able to assist the 
less fortunate. 1 helped to carry four 
men from the cars.” 

Eugene Matthews, of 7 Greenwich 
street, New York city, said: ‘Il helped 
to carry away one of the killed. I can’t 
give you any details. The affair hap- 
pened so suddenby that nobody knew 
anything about it until the train 
crashed into us. The shrieks of the 
wounded and dying are ringing in my 
earsgren now. Iam hurrying home so 
tna nay family may not be alarmed. 

Isaac H. Rotchschild, New York 
city, gave the following description of 
the awful scene: ‘Myself, my wife and 
my daughter were coming home from 
Manhattan Beach and oceupied seats 
in the center of one of the cars that 
had in some way become detached 
from the remainder of the train. Di- 
rectly in front of us sat six men, ap- 
parently asleep. They were all terri- 
bly injured. It was an awful scene, 
and I don’t know how my wife and 
daughter and I escaped. I am _ too 
much excited to give you an intelligent 
description of the scene. All I know 
is that many were killed outright and 
three times as many injured. Our train 
was a crowded one for, being the last 
to leave Manhattan Beach, there was 
a large throng waiting. Ycu know it 
was so hot that they stayed as long as 
possible at the seaside.” 

All day the morgue in Newtown and 
the hospital in Long Island City have 
been beseiged by anxious seekers for 
missing members of their families. 
The scenes as some of the mangled 
bodies were recognized were heart- 
rending, women fainting and men fall- 
ing upon their knees to weep. Fully 
200 persons did not find those they 
sought among the dead or wounded 
and went away with intense relief, in 
sharp contrast with those who found 
loved ones dead and mangled. 

At the scene of the accident a wreck- 
ing trainand a big force of railroad 
employes have been working all day 
to obliterate the painful evidences of 
the disaster. The three smashed cars 
were piled up and burned, the twisted 
rails and broken switches were re- 
paired and the blood pools hidden un- 
der shovelfuls of sand. 

General Manager E. R. Reynolds and 
Superintendent W. H. Blood were at 
the scene early. They stated that the 
cause of the accident was still un- 
known; that it was a question of ver- 
acity between the tower switchman, 
Nutt, and Engineer Concrite, of the 
Rockaway train. The latter had re- 
ported that a heavy fog prevailed at 
the time, which was true. He declared 
that the signals were set at safety, in- 
dicating a clear road, and he went 
ahead without reducing speed. Sud- 
denly Fireman Robert Price, his com- 
panion, exclaimed: ‘‘My God; there is 
a train ahead.” Looking ahead, he saw 
through the mist the red lights that 
always hang at the rear end of a train, 
and declares that he immediately re- 
versed his engine and put on the steam 
brakes. Then he and Fireman Price 
jumped for their lives. 

When the wrecked engine was exam- 
ined yesterday morning the statement 
as to the reversed lever and the steam 
brakes was found to be true. The only 
remaining question was whether he or 
Nutt was right about the danger sig- 
nal. In the morning it was set at 
danger and Nutt said it had remained 
so ever since he set it to warn Engineer 
Concrite. Manager Reynolds will hold 
a rigid investigation. 

Mrs. Theodore Graven, who was 
seriously injured, died last evening 
making the list of dead fifteen. All 





the bodies have been identified. 


BY A BIG MAJORITY. 


All the Amendments to the Wilson [Iite- 
peal Bill Voted Down, And the Bill It- 
self Easily Passed—How the Members 
Voted on the Various Ratios of Coinage 
Proposed and on the Final Passage of 
the Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—When the speaker 
commanded order in the house at 12 
o’clock nearly every seat in the hall was filled, 
an unmistakable evidence of the general and 
individual interest in the matter in hand. 

Chaplain Haddaway prayed briefly, and in a 
very inaudable tone at a distance of more than 
ten feet from the desk, for an especial gift of 
wisdom and judgment to rightly settle the 
great question before the house..- 

After the reading of the journal, Mr. Weaver 
(N. Y.) appeared at the bar of the house on 
the arm of his colleague, Gen. Tracey, and was 
sworn in by the speaker. 

The resolution contained in the order of pro- 
cedure on the silver question was reported by 
the clerk, providing for a vote first upon free 
coinage of silver at the present ratio of 16 to 1. 

The roll was then called upon the amend- 
ment to the Wilson bill providing for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16to1. It re- 
sulted: Yeas, 123; nays, 225. 

Mr. Shell (dem., S. C.), in favor of free sil- 
ver, was paired with Mr. Graham (dem., N. 
Y.), opposed to it. 

Not nearly as much interest was taken on 
the second vote. which was on the ratio of 17 
tol. The decisive vote on the J6 to 1 ratio 
seemed to dishearten the silver men, and in 
place of the attention which was paid to the 
first was substituted a listlessness which was 
spread throughout the hall. The vote resulted 
in the defeat of the amendment by a vote of: 
Yeas, 109; nays, 226.-The populist member 
did not vote. 

The mem*ers who voted for the 16 to 1 ratio, 
but against the 17 to 1 ratio, were Messrs. 
Bretz (dem., Ind.), Brookshire (dem., Ind.), 
Bryan (dem., Neb.), Conn (dem., Ind.), Doolit- 
tle (rep., Wash.), Geary (dem., Cal.), Harris 
(pop., Kas.), Holman (dem., Ind.), Larimer 
(dem., S. C.), Maguire (dem., Ala.), MeKeighan 
{(pop., Nehb.), McLaurin (dem., S. C.), Post 
(rep., lll.), Strait (dem., S. C.), Sweat (rep., 
Idaho), Talbert (dem., S. C.) and Taylor 
(dem., Ind.). 

The gentlemen who voted for 16 to 1 but who 
declined to vote at all on the 17 to 1 amend- 
ment were: Messrs. Baker (pop., Kas.), 
Bankhead (dem., Ala.), Bosn (pop., Minn.) 
Cannon (dem., Cal.), Cockrell (dem., Tex.), 
Davis (pop., Kas.), Grady (dem., N. C.), Hud- 
son (dem., Kas.) Kem, (pop., Neb.), Pence 
(pop., Col.), Simpson (pop, Kas.) and Turpin 
(dem., Ala.). 

Messrs. Russell (dem. Ga.) and Snodgrass 
(dem., Tenn.) who voted against 16 to 1, voted 
in favor of the 17 to 1. 

The 18to1lstandard was defeated by a vote 
of: Yeas, 102; nays, 239. 

Of those who had previously voted on 16 or 
17 to 1, the following did not vote at all on the 
18 to 1 ratio. Messrs. Allen (dem., Miss.), 
Bankhead (dem., Ala.), Baily (dem., Tex.), 
Cannon (dem., Cal.), Grady (dem., N.C.) and 
Livingston (dem., Ga.). 

The other changes on this vote as compared 
with the vote on 17 to 1 were as follows: Bald- 
win (dem., Minn.), who voted for 17, voted 
against 18, and Hilburn (rep., Cal.) and Ikert 
(dem., O.), who voted against 17, voted for 18. 

The house then voted immediately on the 19 
to“t“rmendment, and it was also defeated: 
Yeas, 104; nays, 238. 

On this vote there was one change, for while 
no one who voted for 18 to 1, voted against 19 
to 1, Allen (dem., Miss.) who did not vote at 
all on the former proposition, voted for 19 to 1. 

Then came the 20to 1 amendment which was 
in turn defeated, though it showed more 
strength—the vote standing: Yeas, 121; nays, 
222. Noone who voted for 19 voted against 20 
to 1, but there was a decided gain, as the fol- 
lowing named members who had opposed 19 to 
1 voted for the 20 to 1 amendment: Messrs.

Then Mr. Baily raised the point that there 
should be a division of the question. One part 
of it repealed the purchasing clause and the 
other retained the parity clause. There should 
be a separate vote on each. But again the 
speaker pointed to the decisive order of the 
resolution under which the house was acting. 
and-held that such separation could not be 
had. The vote was then taken upon the final 
passage of the Wilson bill and it was passed: 
Yeas, 240; nays, 110.

A TERRIBLE CYCLONE. 


Savannah, Ga., and Tybee Isiand Remorse- 
lessly Swept by a Terrific Storm—A 
Large Number of Lives Lost, and Prop- 
erty to an at Present = Incalculable 
Amount, Both on Land and Water, De- 
stroyed—Seueral Bodies of Victims Re. 
covered. 

LovIsvILLE, Ky., Aug. 29.—A special 
to the Courier-Journal from Savannah, 
Ga., says: Almost on the anniversary 
of the great hurricane of 1881 Savan- 
nah was swept last night by one of 
the severest storms it has ever known. 
The storm, which had been predicted 
by the weather bureau for several 
days, began early in the afternoon and 
increased from then on until it reached 
the climax between 11 and 12 o'clock 
last night, having blown for eight 
hours in a terrific hurricane. It began 
raining in the morning, but only in 
gusts. After the first fall it ceased en- 
tirely for several hours, and did not 
begin again till after noon. Then the 
work of destruction began and lasted 
until the storm had spent its force at 
midnight. Ail the wharves along the 
river front and ocean steamships and 
the Savannah, Florida & Western rail- 
way wharves were under water and 
the tide was still rising rapidly. 

A view of the city at daylight re- 
vealed a scene of wreck and ruin that 
surpassed that of the great hurricane 
of 1881. Tha ruin at quarantine is im- 
measurable. Nothing is standing 
where one of the finest stations on the 
Atlantic was twenty-four hours ago 
except the doctor's house, and that 
this weathered the fearful gale is 
miraculous. The wharves, and the 
new fumigation plant, which has cost 
the city so much money is at the bot- 
tom of the sea; and nine vessels which 
were waiting there for release to come 
to the city are high and dry in the 
marsh and will no doubt be totally 
wrecked. The €osnine was the only 
vessel which managed to keep afloat. 
The tug Paulson arrived in the city 
at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. She 
brought up about sixty passengers 
from Tybee. Mr. Revers, one of them 
stated that four negroes engeged in 
clearing the railroad track were 
drowned. A sailor and the cabin boy 
on the schooner Haral, which is on her 
side on North Beach, were drowned. 
It is reported that eight of the crew of 
the terrapin sloop which went ashore 
on the south side were drowned. 

The hotel Tybee is considerably dam- 
aged in front. Its veranda and all 
the bath housesare gone. The Knights 
ofPythias clubhouse was washed away. 
Two of the cottages of the Cottage 
clubare gone. The railroad pavilion 
isall right. Sois Capt. Blun‘'s house. 
The Naylor house is damaged slightly. 
The Butler house is gone. Mr. Starr’s 
house was washed into the woods. The 
Atlantic clubhouse is all right. The 
Rancor and Rambler clubhouses were 
wrecked. Henry Green's house was 
burned. George Bossell’s cottage was 
swept out to sea. 

The north end is practically cleaned 
out. The water swept with tremend- 
ous force over this part of the island. 
Railroad tracks were carried from 290 
to 500 feet. The Chatham's clubhouse 
is badly damaged. The pavilions on 
the beach are gone, so is the switch- 
backs. Anempty train isin the wooda. 

Trains on all roads are coming in 
irregularly and some of them have 
stopped to repair washouts. 

At least 500 large trees are blown 
downall over the city. The Tybee road 
is under water for the entire distance 
and in many places is entirely washed 
away. ‘There is no communication 
whatever with Tybee except by water. 

In this city yesterday morning the 
streets were impassable from the de- 
bris; fallen trees, twisted roofs, masses 
of brick, fences and broken limbs and 
branches of trees were piled across the 
sidewalks and in the square and broken 
wires swinging in every direction. 

It is impossible at this time to estt- 
mate the damage, as the result of the 
storm, but it was very general, and it 
is safe to say that it will go up into 
the hundreds of thousands and per- 
haps more. Nearly everyone, if not 
quite all, of the property owners in the 
city have been damaged to some ex- 
tent, and some to the extent of thou- 
sands. 

The list of fatalities is growing. It is 
impossible to tell to what extent it will 
go. Several bodies of drowned people 
were picked up during the morning, 
and searches are now being made for 
others who are missing. Every hour 
seems to bring some new story of death 
as a result of the storm. 

The drowning of Mr. A. C. Ulmer, 
assistant cashier of the Central Rail- 
road bank on Hutchinson's island, was 
one of the most unfortunate fatalities 
of the storm. Mr. Ulmer owns a farm 
on the island, and had gone over to pay 
off his hands and attend to other du- 
ties. There are bruises on his face, 
and it is suppposed he fell against an 
outshed when he jumped from his 
barn as it was about to be blown 
down. The steward was bruised on 
the back, and Miller, his dairyman, 
has not been found, and it is expected 
he has perished. Other fatalities so 
far reported are as follows: 

There are fifty to sixty other per- 
sons who are reported missing, and it 
is supposed, as nothing has been heard 
from them, that their bodies will be 
found later. 

Twelve barks and _ barkentines, 
which were anchored at quarantine 
station, were blown upon the marsh 
and some ofthem were carried by the 
storm across the mzarshes on to an 
island, two miles distant from the sta- 
tion.

It is reported that the committee wait- 
ed on President Smith and General Man- 
ager Metcu!fe yesterday and submitted a 
proposition to accept the cut for ninety 
days. The prop sition, it is said, was re- 
fused, the officials even declining to en- 
tertain it. 

The general committee and heads of 
the different orders were in session in 
Louisville ubtil an early hour this morns 
ing, but the nature of the business trans~ 
acted is kept secret.

A BARBAROUS ORDER. 


The Differerce Between Democratic and 
Republican Pension Rulings. 

The crucl operation of the recent or 
der of the pension department suspend- 
ing for sixty days the pensions of thou- 
sands of veteran soldiers of the union 
army was illustrated a few days ago 
in the case of Joseph King, a brave 
union veteran residing in Boston. Jo- 
seph King is a grandson of a patriotic 
American who commanded the priva- 
teer Growler in the war of 1812. _Inher- 
iting his ancestor's love of country and 
readiness to fightin the country’s cause 
Joseph King enlisted and went to the 
front to do battle for the union against 
the hosts of secession. He was in the 
expedition which captured Roanoke 
island, and there a confederate shell 
exploded so near him as to impair and 
eventually to destroy both sight and 
hearing. Healso has a wound in the 
hip where a rebel bullet left its perma- 
nent mark. Joseph King has borne his 
terrible misfortunes, incurred in his 
country’s cause, with patience becom- 
ing a brave, true-hearted soldier, and 
he and his wife, also an invalid, have 
managed to eke out a frugal existence 
with the aid of a small pension grant- 
ed to the soldier by the government for 
disability. 

The other day Joseph King was led 
up to the pension office to receive the 
pension that would be between him 
an@his faithful helpmate on the one 
hand, and starvation on the other. 
This blind hero who had marched 
bravely to face the rebel shells pre- 
sented his sightless eyes at the wicket 
of the pension agent. The money was 
not there. The government he had 
helped save had deserted him. Grover 
Cleveland’s secretary of the interior 
had ordered the blind soldier's pension 
to be suspended. 

Let us turn for a moment from the 
picture of want and anguish in the 
blind soldier's home to a far different 
spectacle. Grover Cleveland, whosent 
a substitute to the war, while Joseph 
King was fighting the confederates, 
was yachting on Buzzard’s bay. Hoke 
Smith, his secretary of the interior, 
who had ordered the old soldier’s pen- 
sion suspended, was enjoying a trip to 
Yellowstone park, probably free of ex- 
pense. Other officials of the adminis- 
tration that hates the soldiers of the 
union were taking their ease in various 
ways at the expense of the government 
which men like Joseph King preserved 
from destruction. 

Of a republican administration no 
such comparison could ever have been 
drawn. No blind soldier was ever de- 
prived of a pension by a republican sec- 
retary of the interior. No republican 
official ever treated with cald and cruel 
inhumanity the claims of the union vet- 
eran. The sightless eyes of Joseph 
King, in his desolate home, speak more 
eloquently than flashing orbs could 
speak of the barbarity and injustice of 
the policy which would crush the union 
veteran to gratify confederate hate, and 
to answer the mugwump demand for 
sham economy in the interest of British 
free trade.—N. Y. Press. 





("Since the democrats came into 
power the shrinkage in stocks and 
bonds amounts to $624,359, 184 in stocks 
and 325,000,000 in bonds.

Public Distrust of the Free Trade Admin- 
istration. 

The views of the leading republicans 
of congress who have gathered at 
Waskington are positively to the effect 
that the depression in business affairs, 
which has come rapidly upon the coun- 
try since the 4th of March, has been 
caused by the democratic victory of the 
8th of November. 

They insist that during the two years 
1891 and 1892, under a republican ad- 
ministration at Washington and under 
the operation of the McKinley tariff 
and Sherman silver laws, the people of 
the United States enjoyed an unprece- 
dented prosperity. Both those who 
favor and those who oppose the repeal 
of the silver purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law are unanimously of the 
opinion that the Cleveland-Carlisle ad- 
ministration of the treasury department 
since March 4 has been a far more 
potent factor in inspiring and empha- 
sizing the distrust than the operations 
of the Shermanlaw. Amid the general 
suspicion and uncertainty which natur- 
ally attended the installation at Wash- 
ington of a party pledged to reverse the 
policy under which the American people 
had lived for thirty-two years, and to 
which the business affairs of the 
nation had been adjusted, some 
expression of financial views from 


the president and _  his_ secretary 
of the treasury were anxiously 
awaited. But they allowed the gold 


reserve in the treasury to fall below 
the one hundred million limit and they 
permitted the rumors to circulate that 
treasury notes would be puid in silver 
rather than gold, thereby expediating 
the withdrawal of foreign loans and 
precipitating a wholesale outflow of 
the yellow metal to Europe before a 
tardy denial of silver payments was 
forthcoming. And when, finally, after 
the damage had been wrought and the 
avalanche started, Mr. Carlisle made 
matters worse by declaring that the 
treasury would pay gold ‘‘as long as it 
could”—throwing doubt on the ability 
of the nation to maintain the purity uf 
its various kinds of money—while the 
president's only utterance, apart from 
an attempt to correct the erroneous im- 
pression given out by Mr. Carlisle, was 
acruel remark to the effect that the 
country needed “an object lesson.” 
No bonds were issued to maintain the 
treasury’s gold reserve unimpaired. No 
extra session of congress was called 
immediately to meet the crisis. No 
declaration of policy was made. No 
positive action of any kind was taken; 
and, in the meantime, depression seized 
upon the business interests of the land, 
like creeping paralysis. To the inca- 
pacity of Messrs. Cleveland and Carlisle 
to comprehend the financial situation, 
much less to comfort and inspire with 
confidence the financial interests of the 
land, is the existing depression in large 
measure due. 

But it is not to the operations of the 
Sherman law nor even to the financial 
incapacity of Messrs. Cleveland and Car- 
lisle, but rather to the widespread fear 
of tariff smashing, that the existing de- 
pression is due, in the opinion of the re- 
publican leaders: 

“Vast industries have sprung up in 
this conntry in almost every article of 
production and manufacture,” says Sen- 


‘ator John Sherman, “and upon the full 


confidence that, to the extent provided 
by our tariff laws, the domestic pro- 
ducer would be protected from the com- 
petition of cheaper labor in foreign 
countries. This feeling of distrust has 
already greatly reduced the price of 
wool and other agricultural products 
that come into competition with foreign 
products. The democratic party has 
now absolute power to pass such a law 
as it may deem proper. Until this tariff 
scheme is presented there will be pro- 
found distrust.” 

“When the party in power,” says 
Congressman Burrows, of Michigan, 
“threatens every domestic industry and 
all the labor employed therein with un- 
restrained, violent competition and con- 
sequent ruin, ordinary business sagac- 
ity prompts a reduction of expendi- 
tures, curtailment of plants and gener- 
al suspension to await the blow. It is 
this waiting, this fear, this dread of an 
impending revaluation which is caus- 
ing much widespread public depression 
and calamity. You ask me the remedy. 
Itissimple. Let the party in power 
publicly repudiate its Chicago platform 
of free trade and wildcat money and 
promise to let the tariff alone, and 
maintain sound currency and public 
credit. Business activity will take the 
place of stagnation just as soon as the 
public can be made to believe in the 
sincerity of such a declaration.” 

These views are representative of re- 
publican sentiment in congress. They 
are also representative of republican 
sentiment in the country at large. 
There is widespread apprehension re- 
garding the party which was voted into 
power last fall, pledged as it is to 
smash the tariff and to revive wildcat 
eurrency. There is no confidence that 
in repealing the Sherman law, or any 
part of it, some better financial act will 
be substituted. There is general fear 
that the disaster of tariff destruction 
threatens the industrial interests of the 
land.—Albany Journal.
